Sir,—I have read with mach interest the 
Correspondence and ‘articles which you have 
recently published with reference to our 
Manicipality> 

You very jnatly complain that no publicity 
is given to the real sayings and doings of 
our representatives in that body, so that we 
are pleased to find a few straws abont, to 
spe which way the wind*blows; but I moch 
regret the intemperate style which your cor- 
respondents on both sidés have. adopted ; 
such abuse is not calcalated to do mach good, 
anopymons or otherwise. What advice could 
be<more despicable than that of “Veritas” 
to the electors, telling to refrain from 
voting? I believe that thete is, theoretically, 
rome fine or other punishment pro: ided for 
Manicipsl Councillors who neglect to attend 
meetings, without some due cause. I shonld 
like to sea a fine for each elector who 
neglected to record his vote, or to see it 
taken from him and given to some worthier 
individual who could not afford to pay £75 
a year rent. The right to vote should bea 
privilége much sought after, and in my opinion 
the standard of rental should be much re- 
duced. It is true that in recent times the 
landlords have put their heads together to 
increase the electorate to no \small extent, 
and many tenants have had greatness most 
unwillingly thrast upon them by seeing 
their rents raised from £50 or £60 to £80 or 
£90 8 year, perhaps such may not be very 
eager members of the constitaency, but let 
them flatter themselves that they have paid 
for @ privilege which they should not fail 
to use. ‘ 

Inone of your articles you say that a well- 
known local Coancillor who recently resigned 
was quite right in doing so, because he was 
refused a seat on the delegation. I think it 
not unlikely that every member of the Ma- 
nicipslity not on tha delegation, thinks in 
his own inner consciousness that he dould 
do better than those who have that privilege. 
Therefore 1 cannot agree with your opinion;

The letter from the Vice-President of the 
Manicipality appears quite as’ intemperate as 
those to which he replies. When a man speaks 
“ex cathedra” he should be a little more 
careful as to how he expresses himself, [| 
should like to know for instance how, or why, 
I who write to you anonymously so long-as I 
do not slander my neighbour, or say anything 
which is untrue, am more despicable than a 
municipal councillor, who avails himself of 
that same avonymity [to propose or vote for 
municipal laws or regalations, which be knows 
will be widely objected to by his electors ? 

To take a case in point. The inhabitants 
of the town are at the present moment put} 
to great inconvenience by the cab strike ;

Captain W. A. I. Koy Kirg’s Royal Rifle 
Corps, who has been selected for the adjatancy 
of the 21st Middlesex V.R.C., better known 
as the Finsbury Rifles, was latterly serving 
with the Ist Battalion at Cairo. He got bis 
firat commission in the R‘fles over nine years 
ago, and his company in December, 1901. He 


was attached to the West African Regiment, 


Sierra. Leone,ifor some time, and shared in the 
expedition in that colony in 1898-99 (medal 
with clasp), aad with the R fl:s he saw con- 
siderable service in tha Sonth African» War, 
including the operations in Natal and the 
Transvaal (medal with tour clasps). 


It is. freely stated that the grouped regi- 
mental district system, which Mr, Arnold- 
Forster ‘introdaced with « flourish of trampets 
for greater efficiency and economy; will be 
diecontinned, and the older and well® tried 
system of independent regimental’ distric:s, 
commanded by colonels, will be reverted to. 
The grouped regimental district sy-tem has 
got a fair trial, and certainly it has not worked 
better, nor has it bsen found to be cheaper 
than the system it displaced. It is one of the 
most unpopular of the alleged “reforms” carried 
out by the ex-War Secretary. 


On the evening of the Sth inst, a lecture 
entitled “I'he Desert Frontier of Lower Ezypt” 
will be given in the Theatre of Leinster Honse, 
Kildare, St. Dublin, by Lientenant Colonal W. 
H. Ryercft, 1Jth Haseara. Gen. the Rt. Hon 
Lord Grenfell, ex-Sirdar cf the Ezyptian Army, 
and Commander in Chief-in-Ireland, will 
preside. Lieutenant Colonel Rycroft has an 
extensive knowledze of the country in question, 
having had a lengthened service with hi- 
regiment there, in addition to a couple of years 
service with the Khedive’s Army. 


It is announced. thst no change is to 
be made in the organisation of tha cavalry 
regiments of the line. The present arrangements 
for reliefs, supply of drafts, upkeep, &c., 
will hold good. Tha dapot scheme proja tad by 
Mr. Arnold-F :rater will not be carried into 


‘effect until the matter is again thoroughly

Tho ra-armament of the Royal Horse Artil- 
lery and Royal Field Artillery is to be proceei- 
ed with on the original lines settled eightee 
months ago. It is stated that the new guns for 
both branches of the Royal Artillery will be 
completed in time for the entire re-armament 
by the end of next year. The new field: gan has 
given fairly satisfactory resalts, and it practi- 
cally does all that is claimed forit, which cannot 
be said of some of thsContinental fieldartillery, 
bat the question of ammunition supply in 
action still remains to be perfected. 


An offisial statement relating to the launch 
of the Dreadnought by the King was issned at 
Portemeonth yesterday. His Majesty will srrive 
at Portsmoath on the,night of February 9h, At 
® quarter past eleven pext morning be is to 
leave his yacht at the South Railway Jetty 
and proceed across tha dock-yard in a special 
train. Gaards of honour will be mounted at 
various points, and the whole route will be 
lined with sailors and marines,some 4,000 meo 
being detsiled for this duty. Decorated Vene- 
tian masts are being erected- alongside the 
railway station, and four triamphal arches are 
being throw. across it. The general pablic will 
be admitted to the dock yard,and may assemble 
at any point alongside the King’s route, or 
near the Dreaduought. For privileged spectators 
stands are being erected, admission to thase 
being by ticket. No tickets, however, will be 
needed to get into ths dock-yard. It is anticipa- 
ted that many excursion trains will be ran into 
Portsm: uth; as the launch is regarded as one of 
the most important in the history of the British 
Navy.

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GORDON COLLEGE.

(From ouR SpEciAL CorRRESPONDENT). 


The day after our visit to Omdarman, the 
Press party and the Legislative Councillor- 
paid a visit to the Gordon College. In many 
watys this was the most interesting sight cf all. 
The close attention paid by the boys, Arabs, 
Blacks, Berberines and mixed races, to their 
teachers, their evident intelligence and eager- 
ness to learr, and their bearing and discipline, 
delighted everybody, and the members of the 
Legislative Council were loud iin their praise 
of the College. The system of teaching the 
curriculum of the various classes, and the num- 
ber, extraction,and aptitudes of the pupils must 
be treated separately and at length ; for the 
present I need only say that the object of the 
Gordon College ia to train young Sudanese to 
be of use to the Government and to the com- 
munity, whether they afterwards become 
kadis, schoolmasters orartisans. and that the 
founders of the College forget that such an 
institution set down in the midat of a 
barbarous and newly conqaered country had 
to have small beginnings. The College was 
certainly in its beginnings a primary school 
for black boys—it is difficalt to sea how it 
could have been anything else, for whatever 
the capabilities of the Sudanese youths 
for absorbing higher or even secondary educa- 
tion without any tiresome primary training, 
these do not ‘spring up from the-roil, and I 
believe that Eoropsan educational systems are 
based without exception. on a course of pri- 
mary education, which is generally supposed to 
bea necessary preliminary to more advaneed 
study. The-chief event in the history of the 
Gordon College during 1905‘was the creation 
ofan Upper School, which already counts 15 
pupile. This may not seem an immense nrm- 
ber, but education was to put it mildly— 
primitive at the time of ths reconqnest, and 
Upper Schools are not created in a day. The 
time, however, came when its creation was 
considered feasible, and Mr.Currie the Director 
of.Edvostion in the Sadan, having obtained 
the fanda, decided to ‘consult the principal 
officialsof the Technical Departments efthe 
Sadan Government, viz, the Director of 
Works, the Director of Surveys, and the 
Director General cfIrrigsticn, with a view to 
.. Jearning their-opiniops-as-to +he-training most 
required in the rew Upper School, and ar to 
what type of employé would be mest useful 
to the Government. 

The following reply from Mr. Dupois, the 
Inspector General «f Irrigaticn in the Sudan 
deserves special sttention by all who are 
interested in the spread of education not in the 
Sudan orly, but in all backward courtries io 
the Esst. The. principles it lays dc wn for the 
training of engineers are eqaally applicable 
io Persia, Mesopotamia and the central Sadan, 
and the:futare organisers of higher techoica) 
sttucation in those regions will doubtless profit 
‘by the resalts attained at the Gordon College. 

“Concerning the training of engineers and 
surveyors :~+Ifall or even. some of tho large 
works contemplated in connection with the 
training:of the Nile and Irrigation in the Sudan 
are éver carried oat, of which, I think there 
can hardly be any doubt. there must bean 
enormous demani for men with at least sn 
elementary knowledge of snrveying, land 
‘measuring and simple constraction. 

The convenience and economy of being able 
to obtain such men locally, instead of having to 
tempt them away from Egypt by the offer of 
salaries often out of all proportion to their 
social standing and qualifications, would be 
immense, and theadvantage to anew country 
like the Sudan of the creation of a class with 
some engineering traiving could’ not but be 
very great. 

The special kind of qualification for which a 
demand wonld arise on ths undertaking of snch 
works as are contemplated would be those 
that would-fit a man to lay ont lines, measnre 
land area’, prepare simp'e plans, supervise 
earth works, lime and brick burning, and the 
constroction of simple masonary works, 

An elementa’y. knowledge of how-to keen 
accounts in apy simple and comprehensibl: 
form, wonld be a most rasefal additio:al quali- 
fication. 

Imagine the case of tha construction of a 
large canal system say in the Ghezira; the firat 
step would be the retting out of the lires of the 
canals, and tha damarestion and expropriation 
of the areas of land they would occupy ; these 
lires would extend certainly over hundreds,and 
probably over thousands of kilometres. . 

The next step would be the execation of th’ 
necessary earthwork over there lines, an im 
mense business, and by no ‘means 80 s'mple a 
is generally assamed; but one in which the 
presence of a capable gapervisor can just mske 
allthe difference between the fini-hed work 
and strength, or being a permareat eyesore and 
eource of trouble. 

Simultaneously with the earthwork a very 
large nomber of bridges, regulators, culverts 
rest-honsar, ehelter-hnta, etc wonld be reqnir- 
ed; some of thesa works would nece-seril 
reqnire the presence cf tal'y trained engineers 
of some experierca ; hut for the innnmerah'e 
petty works an almost unlimited demand fy 
cheap but trastworthy supervision rorld arise. 

A very useful qvalification would be a 
knowledge of lima and brick b«rning, with 
ideas as to what coubstitutes anitable limes‘one 
and brick earth, whera thay are generally to 
be foand, and how to set about converting the 
crude priduot into the finished article. 

In anperv'sing any anch work it would he 
necessary or desirable to keep a ranning 
account of expenditnre; «and for this an 
elementary knowledge of account keeping 
would be nsefal. 

A very larga demard for rongh but efficient 
temporary shelter huts ard store-houses, almust 


a 


always ariees in'ths early atage of large under- 
takings ; and men with an intelligent eye for 
‘he application of locally available material 
(generally mud, grass, and in‘erior timber) for 
the construction of such buildings, ara of 
zreat use. 

So far Ihave been considering the use of 
such men regarded as overseers or supervisors, 
and working as subordinate employés in a 
large organied staff of ergineers; but they 
would be at least equally useful as petty con- 
tractors or gangers working at ‘ piece work,” 
‘ndeed, the line dividing the temporarily eng»g- 
ed overseer on small pay from the petty con- 
tractor, often bacomes very fine indeed. 

I think I have asid enongh to show the 
natire cf work for which men of the most 
elementary qualifications are required, but if 
you are prepared to go further, there is nothing 
to prevent such me. being trained and educat- 
ed into fully qnalified engineers. 

For this coarse, the first necessity is deeper 
knowledge of mathematics, and a cultivated 


reasoning power, to permit of the formation of 


inte!ligent torecasts of. the probable course of 
events under given conditions. 

The use of tha level is a more or less me- 
chanical operation, and might easily b> arqnired 
and accurately practised by men of the first 
class, without their qnite understanding its 
inner bearings, and it is a qualification of the 
ntmoat value ; but I should not expect reliable 
results from the use ofa theodolite by a man 
of limited mathematical attainments; more- 
over, the use f the theodolite is comparatively 
restric’ ed. 

I have therefore divided the snbjects in which 


training might in my opinion be attempted, 


into two classes, which I denote ‘‘sub-ovarseers” 
and engineers”, classed respectively after an 
old Indian clessifics tion. 

I apologise beforehand for tha obvious im- 
perfections of ths lis's as submitted, and truat 
to yon to make gool their defiziencies in the 
light of the explanations I have given above of 
the practical objects to be obtained. I have no 
@xoerience ia the preparation cf coorses of 
instroction, or the elaboration of a collage 
syllabus to guide m2, and it is undoubtedly a 
delicate and difficnlt business.”

LIFE IN NEW YORK. 


The deotors «f New York are growing more 
and more alarmed about the proportion of 
sudden deaths, mainly fr mi heart disease, and 
this they attribute to the killing pace at which 
New Yorkers live. Five and twenty years aco, 
they'roirpt out, the death rate was only 134 
per cant, whareas in 1904 it was ‘7 percent, 
and the ratio is increaring. ‘The awfal con- 
dition of life in this city,” remarked an 
eminent physician to the writer. ‘‘is reapon- 
sible for the awf.! proportion of sndden deaths, 
Men eat ton fast ani work and play too hard. 

“To see them rashing ap tha staircases of 
the elevated railways and anbways, and tearing 
after st:eat cars thou.h here are huntreéds of 
other cars behind within a few yards—all this 
is traly deplorable. 1 often recommend to my 
patients—b sy merchants, many of them, mind 
you—to lis qnietly in bed for a who'e dxy flit 
on their back so that their heart may lo-e 
forty thousand beats in that time, thereby 
regulating many an evil condition.” 

The writer talked on this snbjast with Dv, 
A. T. Wesron, tha wall-kn»wn coroners’ phy- 
sician in Naw York City, who told him that 
la-t year there were more fhan 3,000 case: 
of men falling dead or dying hardly les: sud- 
denly from haart fsilare—an inoresse « f nearly 
6 4) oas33 ovar the previons year. And during 
the past three months alonathare were over 
1,70 cises to which coroners’ physicians’ 
no*ice wis called, so that this year bids fair 
to surpass all others. 

Suicides, too, are increasing at aa appalling 
rate, and when one observes the frenzied 
crush in the subways and overhead trains ; 
the mai desire for rapid transit anywhere 
and everywhere ; tha ‘plunging antomo- 
biles, the packei mobs hanging from car 
-traps in the streat cars, one cannot worder 
that this should be so. Then, again, the ‘quick 
lunch” restaurants where men literally harl 
food into their stomachs, standing up, are 
ominons signs of the timas. There is, too, th 
appaling uproar of the city with its tooting 
motor cars, *‘clanging belle, rattling drays. 
whistling fire-engines, thanderous overhead 
railways, and general frantic uproar-— all this 
is most wasting tothe nervons syatem. 

- “New Yorkers,” remarked another authority, 
“are driving themselves, ard being driven, lke 
‘beasts of burden. They work like dynamos all 
day, and p'ay like fools all night. ‘They rorh 
home from work tired ont, bolt their dinver. 
and then tearoot in search of pleasure artil 
‘the small hours Noxt morning they have re- 
“onree to powerful drugs— the greatest heart- 
devressor‘known ; and when they die suddenly, 
half-a-degan newo mers take their place, and 8» 
wa do not notice ths terrible waste of life.

Sir—While I was quietly having my lunch 
in one of the houses of the Rue de la Porte 
Rosette, I was snddenly startled by a howling 
noise which seemed to be produced by some 
war-ship passing in the street at great speed. 
The thonght strack me that it might be some 
now fire-engine racing to a conflagration, but 
although 1: had made the few steps to the 
window ag qnickly at posrible I could only 
just get a glimpse of a motor disappearing in 
the distance. 

The motor was not even one of the very 
large .ones; but the howl it gave made the 
whole neighbourhood ehndder and the herds 
ot all thepeople in the street were turned in 
the direction where it had disappeared ina 
clond of dust... I onderstood that this new 
noise in the streets of Alexandria meant that 
& man was driving through the thorough fares 
of the town at about the speed of an oiled 
flaxh of lightning, and that he was warning 
great and small, children, women'and men, 
old ladies with gout and young without, 
carriages and carts, busses and all other 
vehicles, cats and dogs, *to'hop quickly, or 
hasten in some manner, out of the way-he had 
chosen for his mad career. He must. havea 
been aware himself that he was driving a 
little too quickly to give common mortals the 
necessary time: to get out of his way, if not 
warned at a great distance.. I will not speak 
about the necessity to come to a decision 
about the speed with. which it is allowed for 
a motor to drive throngh densely freqnented 
streets, for I have heard from competent 
rources that the police as wall as the Mani- 
cipality have given upall hope of control ling 
this nuisance cf reckless driving of Autos; 
bat what I should like to know is:—Will it be 
allowed to use this howling machine in the 
town of Alexandria also daring the night, 
when psople who do not drive in Autos 


‘and still stick to the antiditovian—habit of 


walking on foot, try to get a little rest. 

This rest is already greatly curt ied by the 
farious driving of carriages and the cracking 
of whips afterthe theatre or some other amuse- 
ment is over. Theabnve bespoken common 
mortal is already sufficiently frightened ont 
of his sleep by the usual “Toot” of the motor, 
when the Jeunesse or Vieillesse dorée, belated 
at the club or the theatre seek to get home 
as quickly as porsible. or are spetding to some 
pew pleasure. We know’ that a man in ao 
Ancto considers himself so fir above the non- 
be-antoed homanity that considerations of the 
regard dne to his fellow-citizens do not trouble 
him moch. We kno: w that egotism is waxing 
wild in modern times, when ft seems to be 
mersly a signof weakness to consider what 
barm you may be doing to others by the 
porsuit of your own, often very futile, p'ea- 
sures. 

An example of this may easily be found on 
a Sunday afternoon, when Autos, laden with 
representatives of the higher society from 
whom fair thinking might be expected, are 
driven at-a-hurling speed through the rows of 
carriages, throwing clouds of dost and ill- 
amelling smoke into ths faces of others who by 
a qniet promenade-drive try to get a little 
fresh air. The Chaoniche & cheval gallops 
afer the Arab who drives his: cart a little 
qoicker than he ought to, bit for the Auto 
his horse is not qdaick enough, 

And of what use would it be? People in 
motors are immane from the corseqnences of 
laws or regulations made many years ago 
when motors had not yet been invented. In 
Earope it is forbidden for stgam--hips to 
blow their whistles and ring their bells daring 
the night on the river in the vicinity of towns. 
In the “Avis & la Navigation” for this port
